They vary from a shelf 
carrying two or three ones to a large 
room with a switchboard worked by un’ 
operator and containing a row of sound- 
proof telephone boxes. Many of the boxes 
are old and shabby. They give no sugges- 
tion of the wealth which is won and lost on 
these telephones, which are the arteries lead- 
ing to the throbbing heart of the world’s 
financial centre. : 

Even the jargon of a Stock Exchange tele- 
awe girl sounds disjointed to a casual 
istener, . She is probably talking to nine or 
ten at once her clever manipu- 
lation of the switchboard keys each man is 
kept quite unaware that she is not giving 
him her undivided attention. 

“Close to over.... Yes, Mr, Brown, 
your Nickels are a little better this after- 
noon, . . We'll take a farthing limit to 
sell. . . . New York opening through in 
three minutes... , Steel are a quarter 
bid. . . . Bes, I'll repeat that order, .. . 
Hold on for a few moments, please... .”’ 

A disc falls and in a split second the tele- 
phonist has answered. It is a private line from 
an important client who takes precedence over 
all other calls. She writes down his instruc- 
tions on a narrow strip.of an at and repeats 
them quickly. As the last syllable falls from 
her lips she hands the paper to the waiting 
dealer, who rushes off without a word, A 
good Stock Exchange man, it is said, cau 
always do the hundred yards in ten seconds 
if he is buying on a rising market, when 
every second counts. 

Thousands of pounds worth of stock may 
change hands in a few minutes as the broker 
pots from es to jobber, bidding, offering. 
uying, and selling. A mistake of one figure 

or fraction in the telephone message in his 
hand might cause someone to loose a smal! 
fortune, But the Stock Exchange ‘phone 
irl does not make mistakes. She can divide 
er mind into at least a dozen ‘sections, 
which all work independently, clearly and 
accurately, 
. With tenseness and activity all around her, 
the Stock Exchange ‘phone girl remains calm 
and smart and immaculate. She can afford to 
be well-dressed. Girls with her abiltty are 
hard to find and wages are good for this 
exacting work. She must, for example, be 
able to take in a rapid string of prices from 
a man who gabbles them and is gone, These 
‘phone girls sometimes perform feats of 
memory which would do credit to a pro- 
fessional memory expert. 

A good telephonist on the Stock meer 
has almost as extensive knowledge of the 
market as a dealer. Yet no woman is ever 
allowed to set foot inside the Stock Exchange, 
except once a year for two mmutes—on 
Armistice Day, when the rule is relaxed, 

Strangely, .many Stock Exchange ‘phone 
girls have never even seen their firms’ offices 
or set eyes on the clerks and typists who do 
the all important and technical office routine. 
The ‘phone girl's working hours are spent 
entirely at the switchboard.

Mapondera, and, it is. to be hopéd, his un- 
easy spirit will cease to cause misfortune to 
his descendants and their cattle:

in case it indicdtes some serious condition 
for which a doctor should be consulted. 

It baby. stops crying immediately he is’ 
picked up and fondled it may be only 
‘* temperament,’’ for which the cure is a 
little gentle discipline. Ignore him and 
let him have his cry out once or twice until 
he learns to understand that your presence 
in the room does not necessarily mean he. 
must be immediately picked up. But 
make sure his crying is not due to some- 
thing else. Make sure, for instance, that 
baby is quite comfortable, that his napkins 
do not chafe, and that they are changed 
frequent'y. See that his clothing is not 
too tight, and that he is not over-clothed. 
Tapes and ribbons should not be tied 
tightly. 

On a warm day let baby lie on a blanket, 
wearing as little clothing as possible, so 
that his limbs are quite free, and he can 
kick and wriggle to his heart’s content. 

Baby’s cries may be due, perhaps, to 
the fact that he is not taking his food 
properly and putting on normal weight. 
All babies cry during the weaning stage 
when first started on solid fouds. This 
may be because however carefully mother 
prepares, cooks and sieves the fruits and 
vegetables the indigestible walls round 
the tiny food cells remain intact, and 
baby’s delicate digestion 1s being over- 
taxed to break down th: tough fibres 
which pass unchanged through the -very 
finest sieve.

It is Austraha’s pmde that John Flynn 
founded the first aerial medical service in the 
world and that America, for one, has fol- 
lowed suit. 

Tn 1912, when aeroplanes were more or leas 
primitive and comparatively few, and wireless 
was also going through the experimental 
stages, John Flynn dreamed of using them in 
the years to come for errands of mercy. |] 
met this now grey-haired and elderly minister 
of the Gospel before leaving Sydney, and | 
was impressed by the quiet power of his 
cheerful manner 

The Australian Governments—State and 
Federal—have recognised his flying doctor 
service as a national necessity. Most of the 
support, however, comes from wealthy private 
citizens, organisations, and the general 
public, which gives what it can to enable this 
sky pilot in physical reality to carry on his 
splendid work. 

A parent wireless station is the nerve centre 
of each service base which is situated near 
the flying doctors’ homes. Scattered for 
miles round each parent station, in the hontés 
of the isolated present-day pioneers, are 
pedal-operated transmitting and receiving 
sets, ‘transceivers,’ as they are called, They 
were invented by Mr. Altred Traeger, another 
Australian. The power ‘of these sets is 
generated in much the same way as riding a 
bicycle. 

In cases of sickness, wirelessed through one 
of these sets directions from the parent station 
are received by the same set, and if medical 
treatment is required the flying doctor sets 
off in his ‘plane to attend the patient. If 
hospital treatment is necessary, the patient 
is placed on a stretcher in the ‘plane and 
flown to the nearest hospital, sometimes three 
or four hundred miles away. 

These ''transceivers ” are also used for 
communication between neighbours separated 
by, perhaps, a hundred miles, and the trans- 
mission of reports ot the news of the outside 
world.* This is á great booa, and mitigates 
much of the loneliness ot these people living 
out in the ‘‘ never-never land.” In fact this, 
and the knowledge that a ‘plane will swoop 
from the skies with help if needed, has given 
the settlers new courage to carry on hundreds 
of miles from the civilised parts of Australia. 


THE FIRST BASE 


The first aerial medical: base was founded 
at Cloncurry, in Queensland, in 1928. There 
were many difficulties to overcome, but the 
tradition of service hécame so established 
that “the mantle of safety,” as Dr. Allan 
Vickers, one of the first flying doctors, 
describes the services, is now spreading over 
the whole of the outback. . 

There are daily illustrations of this splendid 
work. I remember an Adelaide woman, 
accompanied by a doctor, flying to her hus- 
band, who was lying seriously ill at Hall’s 
Creek, in Centra) Australia—a journey that 
would have taken weeks before the advent »f 
the aeroniane, A few days earlier, a man 
from Bali, in the Dutch East Indies, made a 
trip by ‘plane to the bedside of his wife, 
who was‘dangerouslv ill in Melbourne. That 
journey was one of 4,000 miles, but by ‘plane 
it onlv. occunied three davs. 

A few days after a transceiver had been 
installed in a station homestead a neighbour- 
ing settler travelled 50 miles to use the set 
to ask assistance from the parent station. 
His wife was ill, and he received instructions 
how to treat her. The doctor heard nothing 
further for three weeks. He then received 
a letter, which had taken ten days to reach 
the base, to say that the woman had fully 
recovered after the treatment which the 
husband had been told to give her. 

Another man, a miner, working in rough 
mountain country, was taken suddenly ill 
with a severe internal hemorrhage. The 
doctor, who was called up at the Port Hed- 
land base, realised that medical attention was 
necessary. He set off in his ‘plane to the 
nearest possible landing place, which was 
fifty miles away. Fellow-miners placed the 
patient in a motor truck and set off to meet 
the ’plane, which was waiting for them when 
they arrived five hours later. 

The truck ride had given him a bad jolting 
and he arrived almost bloodless. He was so 
feeble that the doctor could not feel his pulse. 
After having been carefully placed on the 
ambulance stretcher from the "plane, which 
was lifted to the level of the truck, he was 
carried into the “John Flynn,” and the air 
ourney te the Australian Inland.

The agreement whose terms ended the lon 
Dublin building trade strike was signe 
yesterday in the Department of Industry and 
Commerce by representatives of the workers 
and the employers. 

The only union of the group affected which 
did not endorse the settlement is the Operative 
Plumbers’ and Domestic Engineers’ Union, 
which was not a party to the settlement, 

Notice of demand for increased wages has 
been served by the Workers’ Union of Ire- 
land on behalf of its members engaged in 
the dairying industry on the Cowkeepers’ 
Association. Improved conditions also are 
sought. 

Among the demands are a wage of £4 per 
week tor milkers of a maximum herd of 15 
cows during May, June and July, aud a 
maximum herd of 20 cows during the re- 
mainder of the year, and £3 ós. for milk 
servers of 18 years or over. It is sought to 
ensure that milkers will not be requested to 
engage in the serving of milk or driving of 
cows, or do other work than milking, and 
that mo workers under 15 years may be em- 
ployed as milkers.

lt is understood that a basis on which 
negotiations may be conducted has been 
reached by the representatives of the Irish 
motor traders and the engineering trades 
group in the Dublin Trades’ Council.

EVERAL objections to the Dublin Corpora- 

tions ,000 scheme for the acquisition, 

under compulsory purchase orders, of 
areas in Donore avenue and Crumlin road and 
their vicinities, were heard at the Local Go- 
vernment Departirrent’s sworn inquiry, which 
was held yesterday by Mr. E. O’Maille in 
the City Hail, Dublin. The areas to be 
acguired by the Corporation are to be used 
for housing of the a si classes. 

Opening the inquiry, Mr. Ignatius Rice, 
Law Agent to the Corporation, said that they 
were ogg sete to pay the full market value 
fur the property which they proposed to 
acquire compulsorily. 

Mr. J. A. Costello, K.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. A.O’ Hagan and Son, solicitors) appeared 
for Mrs. Annie Day, 74 Donore avenue, whose 
premises comprise ot acres laid out as a 
training ground for thoroughbred horses and 
polo ponies’ Mrs. Day and her husband, who 
died in 1929, said counsel, had carried on 
for 35 years a very successful business in 
horses and ponies. The Corporation had 
sample powers to acquire the property, but he 
suggested that in all fairness to his client it 
should be left alone. The goodwill would be 
destroyed if the Corporation took the premises, 
and the i nage necessary would, in his 
opinion, render their scheme uneconomic. 
David Harvey, who managed the business 
for Mrs. Day, a evidence regarding it, At 
present, he said, they were sending a number 
of polo ponies to Singapore. The place was 
ideal for riding lessons, and their patrons 
eame from all parts of the citv. If they 
were to carry on the business elsewhere their 
expenses would be considerably increased. 
Other objections included that of Mrs. 
Susanne Fox and Mr. Thomas Byrne, 12 
Dolphin’s Barn street, monthly tenants since 
December, 1935, for whom Mr. Brendan T. 
Walsh appeared. No compensation was pro. 
vided for in the case of the acquisition of 
the interests of monthly tenants, said Mr. 

His clients’ position was such as 
to justify them in law and equity in claiming 
as much compensation as an ordinary lease 
holder. The protection the a | unde> 
the Rents Act and the Landlord and Tenant 
Act became valueless when they came up 
against compulsory acquisition. 


SHORT TERM TENANTS 
Mr. Rice. said that they could not carry 
through those schemes without inconvenience 
to somebody. At present there was a friendly 
case pending in the High Court as to whether 
there was power given by those Acts to com 
pensate weekly and monthly tenants. Nobody 
w6uld be better pleased than the Corporatien 
if there was power to compensate these people. 
The Corporation had often to feel uncom 
fortable and distressed at not being able to 
deal with these cases as they woul like tu. 
Suggestions had been put forward by him to 
the Department for the amendment of the 
law in that — in the next Local Govern- 
ment Bill to brought forward. 

Mr. Walsh said that, as the matter stood 
at present, it was no consolation to his clients 
that in the future monthly tenants would be 
in a better position, because no legislation 
that might be enacted as a result oF a case 
being stated by the High Court in favour of 
such tenants, unless it were made retro 
spective, would be of any benefit to the 
parties for whom he appeared. 

Mr. Thomas Thornton, 1 Dolphin’s Barn 
street, said that he was a dairyman and 
carried on a dairy business at his residence, 
which he had purchased for £1,000 in 1921. | 
The premises then were a private dwelling, 
and he had had to carry out extensive altera- 
tions. No compensation would repay him if. 
he were dispossessed. He would find it very 
difficult, if not impossible, to find an alterna- 
tive place. 


LAUNDRY PROTEST 
Opposing the scheme on behalf of the 
Mirror Laundry, Mr. (. 8. Campbell, K.C. 
(instructed by Mr. S, H. Watson), said that 
a modern laundry was a huge factory, and if 
this one had to close down or move to another 
district there would be serious interference 
with the economic life of the city. The cost 
of its transfer would be £10,000, without con- 
sidermg the value of the site or the inter. 
ference with business, 

Mr. Neill Watson, managing director of 
the laundry, said that it was acquired in 
1916. He gave evidence of extensions to the 
laundry and of its modernisation. In the 
balance sheet at present the machinery stood 
at £6,000, Their boiler was one of the largest 
in Ireland. Its cost was £250, but another 
£600 was required to bring it into ‘the 
premises. It was recognised in the laundry 
industry that 10s. of every £1 received from 
customers was paid in wages. If the scheme 
was modified they would be reasonable about 
the making of any alterations in the frontage 
that were considered to be desirable. 

_To Mr. Rice—If he were assured by the 
Corporation that he would get a site within 
a quarter of a mile he would object to the dis- 
turbance, as it would take two months to 
transfer the machinery. He had heard that 
the Corporation were to spend £259,000 on 
the scheme. 

Mr. J. H. Allen, surveyor and valuer, said 
that the site to be acquired was 164 acres, 
of which half-an-acre was occupied by the 
laundry premises. It would be difficult to 
move some of the heavy machinery. He had 
seen au earlier plan in which the laundry was 
emitted from the scheme, and he thought it 
would be better excluded, as the cost of 
removal would be very heavy. 

Mr. M. O’Brien, engineer to the Housing 
Committee, who was called by Mr. Rice, gave 
evidence regarding the condition of the pre- 
mises. The reason for not excluding the 
laundry from the scheme was aesthetic. 


TOWN-PLANNING 
Mr. H. G. Sims, Housing Officer to the 
Corporation, said that this was more than a 
housing scheme. It included many town 
— improvements, and two roads, 

Iphin s Barn street and Donore avenue, 
would be widened. A great deal of the area 
was virgin ground, but a number of buildings 
were includ d, some of them old and dilapi- 
dated. The Poddle river, which cut through 
the area, probably would be diverted. The 

irror Laundry now was approached by a 
narrow lane, but when this pos móin was com- 
pleted it would face a new main road.

The matter arose when Mr. P. Fogarty, 
T.D., —proposed that the County Medical 
Officer of Health, in conjunction with the 
dispensary medical officers, be instructed 
to prepare ah immunisation scheme for 
County Dublin, the scheme to embrace 
every type of fever, including measles and 
rheumatism. 


Mr. J. J. Claro seconded. 
DOCTOR’S STATEMENT 


Dr. Harbison, Medical Officer of Health 
said that two years ago he had submitted 
such a scheme, and it had actually been 
in operation in various areas in County 
Dublin. A_ dispute, however, arose 
‘between the Irish Medical Union and the 
Department of Local Government about 
the fees. The doctors would not accept the 
scale sanctioned by the Minister, which 
was ls. 6d for single immunisation and 
2s. 6d. for triple immunisation. The 
Irish Medical Union wanted 3s. 6d. for 
triple treatment. The scheme was held 
up. Fortunately there had been a low 
diphtheria mortality, but it might only 
be the calm before a storm, and there 
might be a serious outbreak at any 
moment. The Board would have to face 
the question of getting on with immunisa- 
tion. At the moment the Board could 
only pay the fees sanctioned by the 
Minister.

WHY IT IS OPPOSED TO 


AMALGAMATION 
The annual report of the Meath Hospital 


and County Dublin Infirmary for the year 
ended December 31, 936, records that, not- 
withstanding the pressure on the hospital’s 
working resources, the amuunt of work 
carried on and the number of patients in the 
wards compared very favourably with pre- 
vious years. Th: number of major yr 
tions during the year was 565, and 1,567 
minor operations were carrud out. 

In common with me.i Dubhn hospitals, 
their resources had been taxeu to the utmost 
to meet the demands made upon the accom- 
modation. The public had very little idea of 
the number of the sick poor who were ad- 
mitted to the wards. .As an example, it 1s 
recorded that during the year just closed 
946 patients out of a total of 1,825 were 
treated entirely free of charge. The 
Governors regret that owine to lack of 
funds, it has not been possible te carry out 
a long-cherished scheme to add an additional 
wing to the hospital to accommodate at least 
thirty patients. 

The report expressed surprise at the pub- 
lished report which coupled the name of-the 
Meath Hospital with that of Sir Patrick 
Dun’s and other hospitals which were in 
favour of amalgamation, together with a re- 
quest that the Minister fo. Loer’ Govern- 
ment and Public Health should give effect to 
the pro | without undue lay. The 

ospital is opposed to the amalga- 

sm in the interest of 

r of the County and City 
of Dublin ; in the interest of the 
education of students; because of the intro- 
duction of Government contro!; because of 
of the greater efficiency of the small hos 
pital; and because of the admitted absence 
of any economic advantage. The Meath 
Huspital occupies a unique position, standing 
on three and.a-half acres of fine grounds in 
one of the poorest localities in the city. 

There were in the wards on January 1, 
1936, 133 patients, 1,692 were admitted dur 
ing the year, making a total of 1,825. Of 
these 1,583 were discharged cured or re- 
lieved, 109 died and 133 remained in hospital 
on December 31, 1936. The average daily 
number of beds occupied was 127.37. The 
aiverage number of days spent by each patient 
was 23.78. The cost of each occupied bed 
was 9s. áid. per day, or £3 &s. 2d. per week. 

There was a deficit of £5,908 odd, ordinary 
income being £15,909 and expenditure 
£21,816. 

The Convalescent Home, Bray, continued 
to confer much benefit on patients, who, after 
they have been discharged from hospital, are 
sent there for a few weeks before they return 
to their homes and occupations. Thanks 
were given to Miss Erck, Hon. Secretary, and 
to the members of the Ladies’ Committee. 

The report concludes by thanking: sup-

is no market whatsoever at Lloyd’s. We 
have had numerous inquiries of this 
nature in the past, but have never been 
able to obtain a quotation.”’

THE PRICE OF BREAD 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMER 

Sir,—The general dissatisfaction with the 
present price of bread in the Irish Free 
State, as compared with that obtaining in 
England and Northern Ireland, would sug- 
gest that the Government should take imme- 
diate steps to remedy a situation which 
places an intolerable burden on the poorer 
sections of our population. 

The bakers—I am one myself—have a clear 
conscience in this matter, as the recent in- 
vestigation by the Prices Commission showed. 
Mr. ee may be relied upon to curb the 
bakers, as the reduction in bread prices for 
party propaganda purposes just previous to 
the recent election shows. This reduction 
was not justified by the then price of flour. 
Also, his Department’s ‘‘ indicated ' price for 
flour generally averages two shillings less 
than the actual delivered price. The present 
‘indicated ' price is 51s, 6d, per sack of 20 
stone. The actual price delivered here is 
53s. 6d. To-day’s official price for standard 
ppc flour delivered in London is 40s., plus 

d, quota payment. What is the reason for 
this difference of 13s, ? 

Logically, 16 would seem to me that either 
the millers’ or the Government’s wheat policy 
is to blame. Mr. Lemass seems satisfied that 
the millers are doing their best under the 
circumstances, Personally, I am not. That 
13s. needs a great deal of explaining, and the 
vague explanation of the mille that it is due 
to the Government sa wheat policy is not con- 
vincing. After all, the British Government 
subsidise home-grown wheat also. 

There are three possible remedies—(1) That 
the Government should abandon its present 
wheat policy. It is not popular with the | 
farmer.. He grows wheat—and it is poor 
quality wheat—faut de mieux. If his norma! 
and more profitable markets were restored 
the farmer would rarely bother with this un- 
certain crop. (2) That the baking industry 
should be subsidised out of general taxation, 
in order that the r, who are the heaviest 
consumers of bread. may have it at a reason- 
able price. (3) The nationalisation of the 
milling and baking industries. Six or eight 
suitably situated mechanised mill-bakeries 
could supply the whole needs of this country. 

My trade journal some time ago had an 
article on the Government controlled bakeries 
in the U.8.8.R., which supply a great per- 
centage of that country’s bread requirements. 
The writer great] mired their efficiency 
and the ality of their product. I do not 
recommend this latter solution for obvious 
personal reasons, It would also net thou- 
sands out of employment; but I recom- 
mend the Government. to something 
gair to solve the problem, and also to give 
some thought to the butter and bacon ques- 
tions before the consumers and, incidentally,

Str,—Just at the moment when everyone 
is trying to solve Achill’s economic problems, 
one of her chief lines of communication is cut 
off. There is now no alternative for 
passengers and heavy traffic but the road. I 
understand that the bridges on this road are 
unsafe; I know that in stretches its surface 
is deplorable. To travel it in private car or 
"bus is a nightmare During the temporary 
closing of the railway I travelled from Achill 
Sound. to Westport in a ’bus. Fifteen of us 
were standing like cattle in a lorry—mostly 
women with baskets—as far as Newport. 
have swayed in "buses along precipices in 
Yugoslavia and in the Pyrenees. I have never 
felt as frightened as | did that day. We do 
not want another disaster on the Achill road, 
and, as far as Í can see, we are heading for 


one. 

With Shannon power in Westport, would it 
not be feasible to run a light electric railway, 
like the “ Michelin ” in the South of France, 
which runs ily along the coast from 
Marseilles to gt. Tr5pez? The railway com- 
pany deplores its lack of passengers; tourists 
will not flock in quantities by a train. which 
takes five hours to crawl from Achill Sound to 
Roscommon, a distance of about one hundred 
miles. 

About two thousand seasonal migrants 
leave Achill annually, to return for the 
winter. In Donegal a railway meeting was 
held to improve facilities for tourists. We 
should like something done to improve condi- 
tions for the inhabitants. The railway com- 

ny is said to have promised “ better travel 
Facilities than ever.” We await fulfilment.—

The Cost of Living 


President de Valera returns to-day from 
the rarefied atmosphere of Geneva to his 
normal environment in Dáil Eireann. 
For many days he has been dealing with 
the interdependence of nations; for a 
time he must now give his attention to 
the interdependence of individuals within 
his own country. When statesmen and 
politicians hear the word economy they 
are all too quick in assuming that it 
refers to the economy of nations; it is 
only when they return to the familiar 
cosiness of their own homes that they 
realise that it may have an entirely 
different significance. President de Valera 
will understand to-day that the domestic 
interpretation of the word may transcend 
both its national and international 
significance. While he has been engaged 
in the heroic effort to disentangle the 
politics of Européan ideologies, those 
whose votes so receritly gave him a renewed 
lease of office have been engaged in the 
futile task of attempting to make their 
income meet their expenditure. In the 
effort of making a bird’s-eye survey of th: 
world the President must have been 
startled by the fact that the cost of living 
in his own country is getting out of 
control, and that, however he may pine 
for the hair-shirt standard of livelihood, 
his asceticism is not shared by a majority 
of his compatriots. The process of belt- 
tightening may be carried to a point 
where the belt becomes too large for the 
figure it was designed to encircle: that 
is the point now being reached rapidly 
in this country. The resolution which is 
to be presented to the Dáil -to-day will 
bring the President back to realities. 
During the past year the cost of living, 
according to the figures published by the 
League of Nations, in this country has 
increased by over a shilling in the pound. 
In the corresponding period the rise in 
Great Britain has been only sixpence. 
In the President’s own constituency it 
was stated recently that 7s. 6d. to-day 
bought only the same quantity of goods 
that 2s. 6d. would have bought five years 
ago. Whatever faults may exist in the 
memory of this commentator are rectified 
by the official figures issued by the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce. Between 
August, 1931, and August, 1937, the cost 
of living in Saorstát Eireann has in. 
creased by 13 points, while in the same 
period the increase in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland has been only 10 
points, 

The country will await with some 
anxiety to hear what the President has to 
say on the subject It will be very in- 
teresting to hear, for instance, why 
‘streaky’? bacon in Saorstét Eireann 
costs 1s. 8jd, a pound, when it can be 
bought in England and Northern Ireland 
at 1s. 3d. a pound. While he is ex- 
plaining the difference in the price of 
bacon he might-offer some reason why the 
loaf in this country costs sixpence, and in 
England only three-quarters of that sum. 
He may be induced to tell us, also, why 


flour costs exactly double here what it 


costs in England ; why cheese costs 1s. 4d. 
per pound instead of England’s 10d. ; why 
the cheapest tea costs 6d. per pound above 
the English price; why potatoes should‘ be 
lid. per stone instead of 8d., as in 
Belfast, and why margarine ig nearly | 
double the price here that it is in London. 


These are the staple items in the domestic 


budget—unless we add the penny difference 
in the price of sugaí to weight further

Geneva Protests 


For the second time in its not 
especially glorious history the League of 
Nations—or a subsidiary body thereof— 
has declared against Japan. -Yesterday 
the Committee of 23, appointed to study 
Far Eastern affairs, reached a conclusion 
which “is described as a “ strong vote of 
sympathy with China and a promise of 
aid.” It admitted that, possibly, there 
was an incident which gave Japan a tech- | 
nical ‘excuse for warfare against China, 
but it held that. the later Japanese 
“‘operations’’ have been out of all pro- 
portion to that incident. It found, fur- 
thermore, that Japan's conduct “cannot 
possibly facilitate or promote the 
friendly co-operation ’’ which her. authori- 
ties, with consummate hypocrisy, have 
alleged to be their chief ambition; that 
her behaviour cannot be justified on the 
basis of existing treaties, or of the right 
of self-defence, and that it contravenes 
the Nine-Power Treaty of 1922, as well 
as the Pact of Paris. In other words, the 
| League's decisive committee has found 
that Japan's invasion of China is unjus- 
tifiable. The question arises, therefore: 
What does the League propose to do about 
it?—and the answer, so far as we can 
gather, is: Nothing. Three years ago the 
League was challenged by Japan, and did 
nothing. It went to the length of sending 
a special commission to report on Japan’s 
invasion of Manchuria, and formally ap- 
proved the commission’s findings, which 
were condemnatory of Japan in the 
highest degree, but, having registered its 
solemn disapproval of the invasion, 
Geneva permitted the matter to drop. We 
cannot believe that any better fate will 
attend the latest resolution. All the 
nations are ready to admit that the 
Japanese have done wrong—that they 
have offended against the principles which 
Europe has been striving for nearly 
twenty years to assert—but they neither 
are willing to take arms against Japan 
or even to follow the less perilous course 
of an economic boycott. When the South 
African delegate yesterday proposed an 
amendment that hinted at drastic action, 
he was countered by the votes of. Aus- 
tralia, Holland, Great Britain and France 
—in other words, by four nations that 
stand to lose heavily from an encounter 
with Japan. 

Is it possible that the United States will 
take action against Japan where the 
League of Nations will shirk the challenge? 
President Roosevelt's speech, reported in 
our columns this morning, is as guarded 
and ‘‘ woolly ” as most important speeches 
of leading statesmen. Yet it has given 
rise to the belief—received, as the case 
may be, with pleasure or regret—that his 
Government may take sides against Japan 
in one very practical way. The speech is 
construed in some quarters as a hint that 
the United States Government may modify 
its Neutrality Act so as to permit of the 
export of arms to China, while retaining 
the existing ban on their export to Japan. 
The United States plays no direct part in 
the affairs of the League of Nations, but 
it is, of all Powers, the one which is con- 
cerned most intimately in any disturbance 
of Far Eastern tranquillity. Russia, whose 
inore vigilant eye is directed at the moment 
towards Germany, has spared little concern 


for its Siberian boundaries, and seems to 


have no interest at present beyond the 
course of affairs in Spain and the Mediter 
ranean. It is evident that Great Britain 
proposes to let matters take their course 
in regard to China and Japan, and will 
make a working agreement with the Power 
that eme: zee more successfully from the 
conflict. If the small nations of Europe 
could force the League to adopt a decisive 
policy towards Japanese aggrandisement, 
they would be only too ready to do so; 


and, without doubt, it is their advocacy 


which has dictated yesterday's unusually 
strong condemnation. Yet we repeat that 
we cannot expect Geneva to take action of 
any effective sort against the Japanese. 


If the collective wisdom and humanity of |: 


the nations had no time to spare for 
Ethiopia's plight in the face of an Italian 
chatlenge, how much less will they be 
inclined to intervene on behalf of China, 
in whose case not only is the seat of war 
removed many thousands of miles from 


| Europe, but also the immediate issues at 
| stake are smaller. 


The fact is, of course, 
that a Japanese empire over the whole of 
Eastern Asia is far more perilous to the 
world’s security than an Italian empire 
over a small portion of Africa; but a fully 
developed Japan is also a more fcrmidable 
antagonist than a newly renascent Italy. 
Nobody can contend the Powers’ logic ; it 
is their morality that is dubious. °

If McNei!e had been 
an Italian, he would have drawn a 
Blackshirt chief. in Drummond; for the 
Bulldog satisfied in fiction the same 
appetite for rough justice and a short way 
with dissenters as Fascism itself. The 
“- gang ” would be at home in lands where 
| the regular police confine their attentione 
to petty larceny and leave big crime to 
self-appointed authority. We loved Bull. 
dog Drummond on paper or on screen. 
We would detest him in the flesh.

Song Amid the Soapsuds 


The invention of the bathroom has had 
two paradoxical repercussions; it has 
both cleared and thickened the atmosphere. 
Since the bathroom came into general 
being, this earth has become a more 
fragrant and lovely place than the Eliza- 
bethans ever knew; but the moderns have 
had to pay through the nose for that 
blessing. The bathroom has gone far to 
exacerbate the already distant relations 
between men and women. Old razor 
blades, unintentionally communal tooth- 
brushes, hairpins in the sponge, and face- 
cream on the hand-towels, have provoked 
acute crises in their time. These bathroom 
misdemeanours, however, even themselves 
out, since they either are common to both 


' sexes, or else can be nullified by reprisals. 


Indeed, 1t is possible that a peaceful stale- 
mate might have been attained in the 
course of the years had it not been for 
bathroom singing; but with bathroom 
singing comes the irreconcilable parting 
of the ways. When a man leaves his 
shorn beard to darken the rim of the 
basin, woman has a powerful reply in the 
shape of eyebrow black on his toothbrush

admiration of one another's 1uthlessness— 
but woman has no reply to Puccini with 
the toilet Her enforced capitulation 
makes her nervy, spiteful and careless 
with the breakfast, while man, in his 
triumph unqualified, becomes an arrogant 
and thoughtless brute. The truth is in- 
escapable. Woman cannot sing in her 
bath, and man does very little else. For 
many years we have wondered why this 
should be, and for many years we have 
thought that there must be some means 
by which women could be persuaded to 
give tongue, and to establish a balance of 
power. We could perceive no solution of 
our own imagining, and thus it was with 
eager hope that we opened Sir James 
Jeans’ latest book, ‘‘ Science and Music.’’

The Economic Baycott 


The British Government has no inten- 
tion of doing anything to help any cam- 
paign for the imposition of an economic 
boycott against Japan, and while this 
attitude may partly be due to financial 
considerations it is not so altogether, as 
there is a hope that in due course Great 
Britain and the United States may be 
called upon to help to settle peace terms 
between China and Japan. The British 
Government would certainly like to aid 
any such proceeding, and does not intend 
to jeopardise the prospect by promoting 
a bovcott of anv kind. It is also appre- 
ciated that in the event of a boycott this 
country would simply be handing over to 
other Powers the trade which we shall be 
throwing away. Another point is that the 
present trouble between China and Japan 
is dué to a hoycott of the latter’s goods 
by the Chinese merchants. 


Gold Hoarders 


It is of interest to note that the hoard- 
ing of gold has been recently resumed in 
London on a large scale, and it is esti- 


mated that during the past two weeks 
£13 500,000 have been bought simply to 
hoard. This buying of gold takes money 
away from the Stock markets. and to 
some extent is responsible for the, fall in 
security values. There seems to be no 
specific reason for this desire to hoard 
gold, but possibly it is due to a lack of 
confidence in currencies that in turn is 
brought about by political causes. Untzl 
the canses are eliminated there are bound 
to bo recurring bouts of hoarding on the 
part of people who believe that in buying 
gold they are safeguarding their posses- 
sions. Not until gold is freely available 
will ‘those who have savings cease to want 
it. ‘Phere are many peonle who take the 
view that we shall never get back to a 
paper currency exchangeable into gold, 
while the fact is that there can never he 
stability of currency until Governments 
keep expenditure below revenue. and pro- 
vide that paper currency shal! be ex- 
changeable into gold. 


Air Raids Over England 


The King, who has taken a great in- 
terest in the organisation of precautionary 
measures against air-raids, is to visit the 
air-raid precautions centre when he goes 
to Leeds this month, and he will make 
his first inspection of the actual work ac- 
complished by the responsible depart- 
ments, Sir Samuel Hoare, the Home Sec- 
retary, will be present to explain the gene- 
ral scheme, The organisation of Leeds is 
considered as admirable, and an example 
for local authorities generally, as it is 
fitted with cleansing shower baths, a com- 
plete decontamination section, a gas 
chamber, a lecture hall, and a respirator 
store, while it also has a local traininz 
centre for personnel. At Chatham this 
morning mid-way through the work there 
was a mock air-raid, and at the sound of 
a siren nine thousand workers rushed to 
take cover. In the shelters workers of all 
grades, following instructions, sang to the 
accompaniment of mouth-organs while 
awaiting inspection by Admiral Sir 
Edward Evans, Commander-in-Chief, The

A®* early meeting of the Powers in

should be asked to meet with a view 
to ending the Sino-Japanese con- 
flict by agreement. The resolution 
urges the Assembly to express its 
moral support for China, and to 
recommend members to take no 
action which might weaken China's 
powers of resistance, and further 
consider how ‘far they: ean in- 
dividually extend aid to China. 

Another report of the same committee 
finds that Japan has invaded China with. 
out justification, in breach of her obliga 
tions unde: three sepurate treaties. 

The wording of the resolution was in 
the nature of a surprise, being much more 
favourable to China than at one time 
seemed likely to pass. : 

There is good ground for the belief that 
the language of President Roosevelt’s 
Chicago speech, of which an advance text 
was made available to members of the 
committee, influenced their decision. 


CONCLUSIONS 


Japan is unjustifiably invading China 
is the conclusion of the leading sub. 
committee on the Far East, which 
approved a report to this effect yesterday. 
says a Reuter Geneva telegram. The sub 
committee consists of thirteen members. 
The full Far East Advisory Committee 
met last evening.

operation between the two nations that 
Japanese statesmen have affirmed to be 
the aim of their policy; that it can be 
justified neither on the basis of existing 
legal instruments nor on that of the right 
of self-defence, and that it is in contra- 
vention of Japan’s obligations under the 
Nine-Power Treaty of February 6th, 1922.

The Times, in a leading article to-day 
on the protests in London and Chicago 
against Japanese terrorism in China, 
says: Too much reliance upon force as an 
element in the structure of peace may be 
as disastrous as too little. When pent-up 
bitterness and vindictiveness, the brew of 
four years of war, submerged the peace- 
makers of 1919, force took the place of 
the appeal to good-will—with the results 
which all can see. Yet, day in and day 
out, those among us who are counted, and 
count themselves, the most zealous for 
peace are still preaching force to the 
uttermost. Even successful force must 
be negative. A repressed and frustrated 
aggressor does not cease to be a menace to 
Ime since he thet is convinced against 

is will is of his own opinion still. But 
what is to be said of ineffective force, 
which destroys peace without frustrating 
the aggressor? 

The people of this country have shown 
that they are ready to play their part 
in the collective defence of peace. But 
all their instincts and experience tell 
them that the basis of ordered life is 
constructive rather than punitive. Honest 
indignation in these matters will, by itself, 
only succeed in setting the wise to their 
proverbial task of repairing the mischief 
done by the good. To turn again to the 
doctrine of appeasement when you have 
the least in assa to it, or apparent 
justification for it, is not despicable, either 
as ethics or as statesmanship. But the 
doctrine cuts two ways. Those who make 
appeasement impossible by refusing the 
way of conciliation, and by making their 
own strength the sole measure of their 
act, are threatening not only their neigh- 
bours, but, as Mr. Roosevelt said yester- 
day, civilisation itself. His warning to 
them is—and it could come with effect only

Lieutenant-Colonel Gordon, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of, 
Finance, moved the money resolution 
authorising charges on the Consolidated 
Fund in respect of the following salaries 
for County Court Judges:—Recorder of 
Belfast, £2,000 ; Recorder of Londonderry, 
£1,650 ; County Court Judges of Ana 
and Fermanagh, Down and Tyrone, £1, 
each. The emoluments of these judges at. 
present, he said, consisted of a salary 
fixed in 1877, plus a cost-of-living bonus. 
It was now proposed to merge salary and. 
bonus on a basis equivalent to the rates 
of remuneration drawn by the present 
holders of the offices. 

At present the only judge to whom the 
proposals would apply was the County 
Court Judge for Tyrone and all judges 
subsequently appointed. 


THE PERFECT STATE 


Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) said that the 
Government had no power to alter the 
existing salaries. The Recorder of Bel- 
fast’s salary was fixed in 1897 at 22,000, 
and at that time the salary of the 
Recorder of Dublin was fixed at £2,500. 
Since then the duties of the Recorder of 
Belfast had increased enormously. The 
salaries of some of the County Court 
Judges were too high for the time they 
had to devote to the duties. The bill was 
providing a paradise for lawyers. The 
only perfect State would be one where 
there were no lawyers, and if politicians 
did their duty and passed simple Acts of 
Parliament it would not be necessary to 
secure lawyers to interpret them. 

Mr. Nixon said that the Government 
had made the North a super-paradise for 
lawvers ' 

Mr. Robert Crawford (Unionist) thought 
that no salaries shonld be increased at 
present. He moved that the salary of the 
County Court Judges be £1,400 per annum 
instead of £1,550. 

Captain Herbert Dixon, Chief Whip, 
said the judges’ salaries were fixed by the 
Imperial Parliament and could not be 
redneed. 

Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C. (Nationalist) 
—Have we no jurisdiction over the County 
Court Judges? 

Captain Dixon—You can increase their 
remuneration if you wish to give them a 
bonus, but you cannot decrease the salaries 
fixed by the Imperial Parliament. 


FREE STATE JUDGES 


Mr. Campbell said that the salaries of 
judges in Northern Ireland approximated 
to those paid in the Free State to Circuit 
Judges, but these Circuit Judges had to 
cover a much wider area, in some cases 
three and five counties, involving con- 
tinuous sittings of about nine months of 
the vear. Several counties in Northern 
Ireland could be amalgamated under one 
judge. He urged that, as the duties of 
the Recorder of Belfast had been greatly 
increased, his salary should be increased. 
He was the one judge who was not 
receiving any increase above the salary 
fixed sixty years ago. 

Colonel Gordon, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, said that judges appointed before 
the passing of the Government of Ireland 
Act were protected, and. therefore, they 
did not come under this bill. There was’ 
no increase 1n salaries or bonus by the 
present resolution. The question of re- 
vising the areas presented many diffi- 
culties. and could not be put into opera- 
tion during the tenure of the existing 
judges, but would be taken into account 
at some future date, when new appoint- 
ments were being made. 


WHOLE-TIME JOBS 
Mr. D. H. Christie (Unionist) said tha* 


it was a well-known fact that no County 
Court Judgeship to-day was a whole-time 
job, except the Recordership of Belfast, 
and he considered that one judge should 
have jurisdiction over two counties. i 

Mr. T. Henderson (Ind. Unionist) said 
that the Government were more concerned 
with the salaries of judges who were 
already getting £30 per week than they 
were for the 70,000 people in Northern 
Ireland who were starving. It would be 
better if the Government were finding em- 
ployment for the thousands of workers in 
dire distress. 

Mr. Rowley Elliott setonded the pro- 
posal of Mr. Crawford that the salary of 
the County Court Judges be £1,400, 
instead of £1,550, in future appoint- 
ments. 

The Attorney-General said that the 
Government was perfectly well aware that 
in the future it might be necessary to 
readjust the areas of the County Court 
Judges. 

On a division the amendment to reduce 
the County Court Judges’ salaries was 
defeated bv 21 votes to 6; and the money 
resolution was passed.

The statements contained In 
jt were so serious from a financial point of 
view that he suggested it shonld be dis- 
cussed by the Finance Committee, copies of 
the letter in the meantime to be sent to 
each member of the Council. 

Mr. Hipwell agreel, pruvided that a copy 
of the report of the inspector was available 
at the same time. : 


THE LETTER 


The Secretary, Mr. J. McCall, then read 
the letter, which, first of all, dealt with the 
evidence given before the Inspector. Evidence 
with regard to road-widening schemes, it 
stated, showed a total expenditure when the 
works were completed of £23,151. The Chair- 
man of the Council, in evidence, had stated 
that views had been expressed at meetings 
that the work on roads and swimming poo 
was costing too much. 

The Inspector stated that it was impossible 
to say to what extent the facts as to the pro- 
gress of the work and its cost were reported 
to the Council. The swimming pools work 
appeared to have been undertaken without 
any due regard to the amount of expenditure 
that should properly be incurred. : 

“The evidence which, for the Town Clerk's 

art, -was not given with the readiness, 
directness and certainty which the occasion 
called for, disclosed two main features—1.e., 
praiseworthy efforts in housing and employ- 
ment on the one side; on the other, prodi- 
gality in the handling of funds, undertaking 
or continuing work without funds, and a 
Quixotic hope of obtaining them.... I 
cannot see that there has been a real attempt 
to keep expenditure within the limits of 
available funds.... The Town Clerk is 
content to say that the expenditure went on 
and on.... To reconcile the statements 
made with actual facts there is little aid 
anywhere; as I have explained already, the 
minutes for the period I examined reveal 
nothing. and such documents as I have looked 
over show no instructions or orders. 


“VERY UNSATISFACTORY” 


Men had left one job to attend a football 
match, There had been very bad manage- 
ment and supervision. A new mental out- 
look towards its responsibilities was needed 
by the Council and its officials, If the 
officials desired to avoid a charge of in- 
competency they must Nas the expenditure 
within proper hounds. ve evidence dis- 
closd. a very unsatisfactory position. No 
proper records had. been kept of meetings at 
which works of this nature were considered, 
and the only conclusion that could be come 
to was that no serious attempt had been 
made to control the a crois 

The Minister was unable to consider the 
proposal to raise a further loan of £5,400 
until a complete reform had been made in 
the present system of administration. With 
regard to the application for £20,000 for the 
purposes of the Small Dwellings Acts, the 
administration of those Acts had been par- 
ticularly unsatisfactory. Several borrowers 
were in arrears to a total of £1,260. One, 
an employé of the Council, owed £27. An 
advance was made to a member of the 
Council who subsequeéntly obtained a licence 
for the sale of intoxicating liquor on the 
premises, and although the provisions of the 
Act were specially brought to the notice of 
the Council in this case, no action appeared 
to have been taken. 

The Minister could not sanction any 
further borrowing under the Small Dwellings 
Acts. With regard to the loan of £10,000, a 
grant of £2,422 had been sanctioned from 
the Employment Schemes Vote, and the 
Minister would be prepared to sanction a 
loan to meet the Council’s portion of the 
costs, and also such sums as would be re- 
quired to pay the compensation for the Jands. 
Before doing so, however, he would require 
to be furnished with a firm estimate of the 
total cost. 

The Chairman said he did not agree with 
several of the things said in the letter, and 
suggested that consideration of it be adjourned 
to a special meeting in committee. 

That course was agreed to. 


OFFICIALS AT ELECTIONS 


On the motion of Mr. E. Byrne, it was 
decided by 6 votes to 4, to rescind a resolu- 
tion deducting a day’s pay from officials of 
the Council who acted at a recent general 
election. A number of members of the Council 
baving spoken in support of the. motion, on 
the ground that no pay had been deducted in 
similar cases at past elections, it was opposed 
by Mr. P, Martin and the Chairman, Mr. G. 
Byrne. 

The Chairman said that it was an estab- 
lished trades union principle, “one man, one 
job.”

The Lord Mayor expressed the great gratifi- 
cation of the city in having the privilege of 
bestowing the highest honour in its gilt to 
Archbishop Ryan. It was, he said, fitting 
that the Cork City Hall—once destroyed be- 
cause it symbolised our national characteristics 
—had to-day been raised from. its ashes and 
was the scene of a ceremony where a worthy 
member of their Church was the first to re- 
ceive. within its walls the most treasured 
gift in the keeping of the citizens to bestow.

they contempla his approaching departure,

Finbar As a Dominicm, he looked back 
rather proudly to that date, and he thought 
the citizens of Cork might take a certain 
amount of pride from the fact that never 
once since that year, 1224, the 
continuity of the services of the 
Dominican Fathers to the citizens been 
interrupted. When Emancipation came, 
their Church of St. Mary's was, he 
thought the first to be erected in a 
public and grand manner after the achieve- 
ment, of O’Connell, and it could be looked 
upon in some sort as a public memorial of 
Catholic Emancipation. So it was recognised 
at the time of its opening in 1829,. because 
all the then bishops of Ireland came to Cork, 
and Daniel O’Connell himself came, and the 
civic worthies of the city were present, too, 
to recognise the grandeur of the freedom 
which had come to the Faith.

We are 
adopting such measures as will minimise 
our risks of involvement, but we can- 
not have complete protection in a world 
of disorder, in which confidence and 
security have broken down. 

“If civilisation is to survive, the prin- 
ciples of the Prince of Peace must be re- 
stored . . . most important of all, the 
will for peace on the part of the peace- 
loving nations must express itself to the 
end that nations that may be tempted to 
violate their agreements and the rights of 
others will desist from such a course. 

“There must be positive endeavours to 
preserve ce. 

“ America hates war; America hopes for 
peace. . Therefore, America actively en- 
gages in the search for peace.” 


WELCOMED IN LONDON 


The speech has aroused wide interest in 
London, says Reuter’s Diplomatic Cor- 
adent. Attention is naturally centred 

on the President’s statement that it is 
impossible for any nation completely to 
isolate itself from economic and _ politica! 
upheavals in the rest of the world, and on 
his strong references to international law- 
lessness. Observers here recognise the 
importance of utterances by the Chief 
Executive of the United States that amount. 
to a most solemn condemnation of acts of 


n. 

Such utterances would appear to confirm 
that Japanese aggression in the Far East 
and foreign intervention in Spain are as 
strongly condemned in the United States 
as they are in Great Britain. With regard 
to the President’s implied references to 
the presence of foreign nationals*in Spain, 
it is noted that the policy which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt condemns with such vigour 
has resulted in the very situation which 
it is now the aim of Great Britain to 
rectify by making . non-intervention 
effective. 

The speech, it is felt, tends to reinforce 
from the standpoint of a detached Power 
the demand of Britain and France for the 
withdrawal of foreign volunteers from the 
Spanish conflict, It is, therefore, particu- 
larly welcomed as helpful at a time when 
a lead has been taken here in making 
non-intervention effective, and it is felt 
that it should impress those Powers now 
engaged in movements of aggression. 


“MARK THIS WELL” 


In usually well-informed quarters in 
Washington it is believed that President 
Roosevelt's speech is one of the most 1m- 
portant he has ever delivered on foreign 
affairs, says Reuter. 

Unusual attention is being paid to 
the passage in which he spoke about 
the application of quarantine; for 
when Me reached this portion of his 
speech he paused significantly and 
asked hearers to ‘‘ mark this well.” 
This remark was not contained in the 
advance copy of his speech. 

Whether the United States is contem- 
plating some move designed to prevent 
the spread of Sino-Japanese and Spanish 
conflicts to wider areas is the subject ol 
much speculation. Some observers felt 
that the remark indicated some future 
effort in the direction of isolating all 
aggressors from world commerce. 

The speech generally was taken as an 
indication that President Roosevelt is ex. 
ploring every fieid in the quest of peace, 
and might be regarded as calculated to 
lend the unqualified moral support of the 
United States Government to. any con- 
certed effort to restore world peace. 

In few quarters was it thought that the 
United States would be prepared to take 
the initiative, but it was felt that the 
speech was meant to contain definite 
encouragement to the League of Nations 
to proceed with sterner and more practical 
measures against aggressors—measures 
which would receive the full support of 
the United, States.

“Tf protest fails ought not there to be 
some. common action, in the way of some 
form of economic pressure or otherwise, on 
the part of the nations who have recorded 
these protests. I could not myself join in 
any call to the British Government to act 
alone, but we are entitled to ask our Govern 
ment, if protest and appeal are unavailing, 
to take a lead by letting it be known that 
they are prepared to act, if they can obtain 
such support from other nations as would 
make their action effective, and by inviting 
other nations to join them. 


CALL FOR ACTION 


“Is not the lesson of the events a call 
for concerted action in which we hope our 
Government will take a lead towards stopping 
the increase and reducing the number of these 
terrible instruments of destruction (bombing 
aircraft), and even towards securing by 
common consent the total abolition of their 
use before it is too late?”
